a. Prio Ary objective oi the proposed operations is to obtain coverage 
o£ 2.1 extremely high priority target* in the t USE . For ape rational planning 
purposes these targets have been grouped into l®» 6 13 areas each having 
hom ogeneous weather, Three areas have been determined to have higher 
priority than the other ten. 

It. The secondary objective .a to obtain as am«h useful coverage as- pessi- 
oie outside oi the primary target areas without increasing the total sum bar *i 
u iseiotss tor this purpose or incur nog additional risks.

b. Weather ; The target areas havs been deimed on the basis of prevailing 
climatic pattern* in sack a way that the same weather may be expected to prevail 
over alt of the targets i» any one area. Thus each area should he coverable with 
a single mission. Opportunities may evsa arise to cover two areas on the same 
« ission. Broadly speaking, during the first si* months of the calendar year the 
largest amount of clear weather occur* ©vet the several target areas at the fol- 
lowing times: 

Western Russia excluding WHITE SEJk A Mad -- March, with 

May as second choice 
Central Siberia -- February and March 
Far Fast excluding KAMCHATKA — February and March 
KAMCHATKA « April 
TTli kA 1 AM -- April mad May 
WHITE SEA AREA -- April through Juae 

c. Restrictions: RAINBOW covered aircraft will be employed on all 
missions with the exception of two areas in eastern central Siberia where the 
range of aircraft thus equipped is insufficient but where Russian radar defense* 
are relatively weak. 


3. Equipment: Five 1-2 aircraft without RAINBOW covering are presently 
deployed; two la the Far East and throe at Adana. Five aircraft are being equipped 
with RAINBOW, One of these can he available by lb February, two more by 1$ March, 
and the last two about this end of March. 
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Optmtioml Concept: Operations will be conducted in the phases 
given b#U». Specific Urge! Areas will be selected sad mission plans prepared 
on the basis of forecast wsather, which will be the limiting factor on the rate of 
operations. 

a. A preliminary mission, designed in part to probe Hessian 
defeases, will be undertaken la the Far Cast as soon as equipment 
ie available. The target will be selected and the mission planned in 
each a way as to involve a relatively shallow (300 to 500 miles) penetrs- 
Uon over territory which ie far the most part sparsely inhabited. (The 
most probable targets are K.OMSOMOJLSK or UKHAINA. )

on Russian interception capabilities, and the status of developments which might 
reduce the vulnerability to interception. On the basis of this study, plans for 
the future of the activity will be formulated and will be reviewed with higher 
authority. 
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
